The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

LB 1045 seeks to eliminate the provision for the duties of Jury Commissioner to be transferred to
the Clerk of the District Court once a county reached 150,000 residents. Further, it increases the
resident provision from 150,000 to 200,000 by which a county can have a separate Jury
Commissioner or if approved by the District Court Judges of the county, the duties can be
performed by the Election Commissioner.
